The clouds cut 
Air Force sorties to 29, the low- 
est air day since March 6. 

Enemy Casualties. 

Enemy casualties since the Red 
offensive was launched last Sun- 
day were estimated at 42,260. 

The Communist attack on Seoul 
was typical. Infiltrators slipped 
through the U.N. line to strike 
from the rear while the main 
force hammered from the front. 

The Eighth Army announced of- 
ficially the fall of Uijongbu, 11 
miles north of Seoul, which front 
reports said the Allies abandoned 
Friday. 

Fighting Friday cost the Reds 
an additional 4760 killed and 
wounded to add to 37,500 casual- 
ties suffered in the first five days 
of the offensive, the Eighth Army 
communique said. 

The Reds moved on Seoul from 
the northeast, along the highway 
from Uijongbu.

(AP)—Four women students were 
seriously injured and 16 other 
persons hospitalized when a na- 
tural gas tank exploded early to- 
day, demolishing one wall of a 
dormitory housing 150 girls at 
Northwest Missouri State College. 
St. Francis hospital reported 


these four in critical condition 
from burns and shock: Roberta 
Steel, St. Joseph, Mo.; Maxine 
DeShon, Stewartsville, Mo.; Mal- 
lerd Maune, St. Joseph, and Su- 
san King, St. Joseph. 


The blast sent the girls fleeing 
from their rooms, clad in night- 
gowns and pajamas, shortly after 
midnight. 

“I thought a bomb had hit us,” 
said Miss Sue Wood, 18 years old, 
of Breckinridge, Mo., who sped 
barefoot from the burning build- 
ing. 

The violence of the blast 
pitched one sheet of steel four 
blocks and shot flames hundreds 
of fet into the sky. 

Windows Broken. 

The explosion popped plate 
glass windows in the business dis- 
trict 10 blocks away, severed a 
water main and silenced tele- 
phones in part of the city of 7000 
40 miles north of St. Joseph. 

Don Robey, insurance man, 
said “my wife and I were driving 
towards the campus when we 
heard the first explosion. There 


was a second blast, then a third | 
and a sheet pf flame shot hun- 


dreds of feet in the air.” 

Inside the dormitory, only 
about 100 feet from the big gas 
tank, girls were asleep or pre- 
paring for bed. Their curfew was 
midnight and many had just said 
goodby to their dates in the lob- 
by of the three-story brick build- 


ing. 

The shattering blast of about 
80,000 cubic feet of gas awakened 
the sleeping. The students fled 
in panic. 

Showered With Plaster. 

“I was in a third floor room,” 
said Miss Hood. “I was sleeping 
near the window ando the first 
thing I knew there was an awful 
boom. The window shattered all 
over the room in tiny pieces. 
Plaster fell on us. 

“I jumped out of bed and ran. 
I was wearing by nightie and I 
didn’t stop to put anything else 
on.”

Mr. Vogeler was de- 
livered by Hungarian officials in- 
to the custody of a representative 
of the American Legation in 
Vienna at NickelSdorf on the 
Austrian frontier at 11 a.m. to- 


day (4 a.m. St. Louis time) and 
was escorted directly to Vienna. 


The Department is gratified 
that this American citizen has re- 
gained the freedom of which she 
was unjustly deprived and that‘ 
he is now safely reunited with 
his family. The release of Mr. 
Vogeler follows.upon continuous 
efforts by the United States 
Government in his behalf. since 
the beginning of his detention 
and brings to a successful close 
negotiations which the American 
Minister in Mudapest, Mr. Na- 
thaniel P. Davis, has carried on 
personally with the Hungarian 
Government over a long period of 
time, with skill and determina- 
tion, under most trying condi- 
ons.

NEW YORK, April 28 (AP)—A 


Two business groups, the St.

More than 50 per cent of the 
men teaching in public schools in 
St. Louis and St. L@uis county 
find it necessary to take addi- 
tional jobs after school hours to 
make ends meet, a study by 
Adolph Unruh, associate professor 
of education at Washington Uni- 
versity, indicated today. 

Prof. Unruh’s survey was made 
for Phi Delta Kappa, a men’s pro- 
fessional educational fraternity, to 
discover what men teachers in 
public schools did about their low 
salary scale. In St. Louis, for ex- 
ample, public school teachers are 
paid less for their efforts than 
the mechanics who repair and 
maintain school buildings. 

Some Work 8-Hour Shifts. 

“Men supplement their teach- 
ing salaries by working at various 
jobs after school hours,” Unruh 
found. “Some men work eight- 
hour shifts from 4 in the after- 
noon until midnight. 

“Others depend upon work dur- 
ing the summer vacation to take 
up the slack. Of course, many 
wives of these men are working 
and supplementing the family in- 
come.”’ 

The school men, the survey dis- 
covered, work at over 100 differ- 
ent kinds of jobs, including cater- 
ing, hod carrying, welding and 
undertaking. Others do private 
teaching, sales and clerical work, 
or work or are employed in the 
trades, entertainment field and 
other employment areas. 

But perhaps more important. 
the survey showed that most of 
the me teachers felt the drain 
on their energies resulting from 
their additional jobs cut down 
their efficiency as school teachers. 

Parents must ask themselves 
whether their children are worth 
the full time of professionally 
trained teachers, the survey con- 
cluded, adding: 

Parents who want better op- 
portunities for their children than 
they themselves had must under- 
write those opportunities. Perhaps 
present salaries provide only 
schooling rather than education. 
Education ought to be a full-time 
job of professional status. In the 
education of children, well-paid 
teachers are the first require- 
ment.”

The 17-year-old self - possessed 
youth was on the witness stand 
for an hour and 45 minutes in his 
effort to convince the jury that

| Admitting he had gone to the 
‘academy store to pilfer some 
paper and writing materials, 
Baker said he was on his hands 
and knees behind the counter 
when Maj.

This was in direct 
contradiction of the testimony 
given earlier by Bell.

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STASSEN PROPOSES 
RECONCILIATION OF 
TRUMAN, M’ARTHUR 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
— Republican Leader Harold E. 
Stassen wrote President Truman 
today that “for the good of 
America” there should be “a 
reconciliation between you and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur.” 

In his letter,* Stassen said:

PEAK OF MEASLES

A. J, MAY RULED INELIGIBLE 
TO PRACTICE KENTUCKY LAW 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 28 
(AP) — Former Congressman A. 
J. (Jack) May was ruled ineligible 
by the court of appeals yesterday 
to practice in Kentucky's courts. 

The 75-year-old Prestonburg at* 
torney was convicted of conspir- 
acy and bribery in 1947 at a time 
when Kentucky statutes auto- 
matically stopped law practice by 
attorneys convicted of felonies. 
The court said that for this rea- 
son it was unnecessary to issue a 
disbarment order, as recom- 
mended by the State Board of 
Bar Commissioners. The 1948 
General Assembly repealed that 
statute, leaving it to the appellate 
court to penalize attorneys 
charged with wrong-doing.

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Goodby to Mon Wallgren 


‘Mon Wallgren says he will resign this summer 
as chairman of the Federal Power Commission, 
and it does not seem too early for mutual 
goodbys. : 

Mr. Wallgren is another of President Tru- 
man’s old cronies. He was named to the FPC 
only after the voters of Washington State had 
rejected him for Governor, and after a Senate 
committee had found him so unsuited to be 
chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board that Mr. Truman was forced to withdraw 
his nomination. 


Twice rejected, Wallgren then was shunted 
into the FPC. There he replaced Leland Olds, 
whose dismissal had been a victory for tke util- 
ity lobbyists fighting stringent regulation. Wall- 
gren_claimed to be a kind of middle-road advo 
cate of public power and utility regulation. A 
year and a half in office indicates where he be- 
lieves the middle of the road to be. 

This became more apparent when Wallgren, as 
FPC chairman, voted to let the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. develop a hydroelectric works right 
in the middle of the United States Reclamation 
Bureau’s Central Valley project in California. 
By doing so Wallgren outraged the Interior De- 
partment, embarrassed Mr. Truman’s protesta- 
tions for public power and hampered federal 
efforts to reduce the cost of electricity. 


Next came the fight over the Kerr gas bill to 
prevent the FPC from regulating the price of 
most natural gas sold to pipelines. Mr. Truman 
finally vetoed this measure. Yet Wallgren and 
his agency later showed, in a Wisconsin case, a 
mighty reluctance to use the very authority 
which the veto had rescued. 


Wisconsin charged that the Phillips Petroleum 
Co. had hiked its gas rates to a big Wisconsin- 
Michigan pipeline five times. The state asked 
the FPC to act in defense of the consumers. 
Wallgren voted to call off the inquiry. Recently 
the FPC agreed to a hearing, but held it on 
Phillips’ home ground at Bartlesville, and then 
ruled it would not discuss the rates—only 
whether it had power to regulate them. This, 
as The Milwaukee Journal observed, “is some- 
thing like considering whether Lake Michigan 
is a body of water.” 

So now the consuming public may ask what 
the Kerr fight was all about, and what the FPC 
is for if not to protect the public interest. For- 
tunately, Mr. Wallgren may not be in office 
enough longer to answer embarrassing ques- 
tions. But for his successor President Truman 
should find a man capable of restoring confi- 
dence in the FPC. 
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Money Muddle in City Hall 


The St. Louis Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment is going into another huddle on ,Mon- 
day to try to work out a budget for the fiscal 
year of 1951-52, a year that has already started. 

About all the board has accomplished so far 
is to estimate the city’s revenue in’ this year at 
$18,000,000. To do this, it roughly split the dif- 
ference between figures submitted by Budget 
Director E. G. Schubkegel and Mayor Darst’s 
money man, Associate Counselor Charles J. 
Dolan. But even so, the figure is a doubtful 
one since it assumes an increase in the tax rate, 
an increase against which many St. Louisans 
will protest most strenuously. 


Under the circumstances, it seems to us, the 
best thing the Darst Administration could do 
would be to take the advice of Comptroller Mil- 
ton Carpenter and form a citizens’ committee 
which could provide guidance in financial mat- 
ters. That, incidentally, is advice which has 
been previously extended on this page. 

The trouble is that there has been too much 
wishful thinking about money matters in City 
Hall. The classic example still remains Mayor 
Darst’s shifting position on the earnings tax. If 
St. Louis absolutely needs new taxes, this ought 
to be the.first levy to be considered. It has the 
great virtue of passing at least a part of the 
city’s burden to those non-residents who earn 
their daily pay in the city and who use its 
streets and enjoy its zoo, museum and parks. 

Some generally agreeable solution of the tax 
question must be achieved before any municipal 
budget is going to make much sense. The 
budget-makers themselves can contribute to such 
a solution by paring away all unnecessary spend- 
ing proposals. And to keep spending down, they 
might also accept Comptroller Carpenter's pro- 
posal for an internal audit which, he says, might 
save one or two million dollars a year. 

But to win genuine public confidence for its 
spending and taxing policies, City Hall had bet- 
ter have the support of a respected and compe- 
tent citizens’ committee. Too many different 
tunes have been heard at Twelfth and Market 
in the last year or two to make any one of them 
sound quite right. 
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Tariffs and a Blunderbuss 


The United States is perhaps the world’s 
staunchest defender of free enterprise. It has 
fought to eliminate Government protection, 
artificial trade barriers and competition- 
strangling cartels abroad. Our dedication to 
free enterprise and free trade was the reason 
for failure to come to an agreement with Brit- 
ain and much of the Commonwealth at the 
recently-concluded international. trade confer- 
ence at Torquay. 

But apparently nobody has told. Congress 
about this. For tariff-minded Congressmen 
have succeeded in writing into a bill to extend 
reciprocal trade agreements for another two 
years a provision to discourage tariff cuts if a 
domestic industry thereby would be “threat- 
ened.” Similar versions of the measure now 
have been passed by the House and approved by 
the Senate Finance Committee. 


Thus the United States is in the peculiar po- 
sition of demanding that other nations make 
trade concessions to us and to each other—that 
Britain abandon its “imperial preference” sys- 
tem of trade within the Commonwealth, for ex- 
ample—while we hang on to our own tariff bar- 
riers. Obviously, so long as this goes on, no 
amount of inveighing against other govern- 
ments’ protection policies is going to accomplish 
much. 

Equally short-sighted, from a political stand- 
point, is a provision the House and the Senate 
committee included which would deny tariff 
concessions to Communist-<dominated countries. 
The committee was aiming at Russia and her 
satellites, but this promises to be a back-firing 
blunderbusg Instead of a high-powered rifle. 

Tariff concessions are a potent political 
weapon. They can be used to increase the dis- 
tance between the Kremlin and Communist 
Yugoslavia, for example; but not if this provi- 
sion in the bill is allowed to stand. Conceiv- 
ably some time in the future, tariff concessions 
might be used to help wean Albania, or Czecho- 
slovakia, or a demilitarized East Germany or 
Fast Austria from the Kremlin. They may even 
make t possible to get some urgently-needed 


commodity from the Soviet sphere at small cost 
to the United States. s 

The flexibility which the Administration ought 
to have in order to capitalize quickly on what- 
ever opportunities may present themselves. is 
destroyed by. such a provision. 

Congressmen's unhappy experience with the 


blunderbuss McCarran Act prohibition against - 


immigration of “totalitarians” should have 
showed them how much this sort of procedure 
can harm the United States. The peril point 
and concessions to Communist countries clauses 
ought to be eliminated before the bill finally 
becomes law. 


Who Is Being Realistic? 

In his Chicago speech as at Washington, Gen. 
MacArthur sought support for his Far Eastern 
policies by describing them as “realistic.” 

His objective, he says, is “to bring the war to 
an early and honorable end with maximum pro- 
tection for your sons now engaged.” 

How realistic is it to suppose that this objec- 
tive can be attained by expanding the war? 
Gen. MacArthur evokes cheers when he de- 
mands in “ringing tones of the American pa- 
triot” a victory over Communist China. He also 
evokes cheers when he demands a “positive 
policy” to “stop the slaughter of America’s 
sons.” . 

How realistic is it to assume that we can have 
both a triumphant victory and a quick end to 
the war? 

The MacArthur doctrine rests on the hypothe- 
sis that we can bomb Manchurian bases and 
land Chiang Kai-shek on the Chinese mainland 
without provoking retaliation against our own 
bases in Japan, without incurring air and sea 
attacks on our shipping, without precipitating 
full-scale Russian intervention. The assumption 
is that we can resort to any measures we con- 
sider necessary, and that the enemy will meekly 
accept them, thus permitting American troops to 
come home. 

How realistic is that? 


Last fall Gen. MacArthur acted on the as- 
sumption that he could drive to the Yalu river 
without incurring Chinese intervention. No 
matter who was to blame for the assumption, it 
turned out to be highly unrealistic. How real- 
istic is it to assume today that the attack can 
be carried to Chinese territory itself, without 
consequences that would prolong the war and 
inflate the casualty lists? 
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Normandy’s School Children Win 


What the Normandy school district has just 
done should be a challenge and an inspiration 
to St. Louisans, who will vote on a school bond 
issue and a school tax increase next Tuesday. 

On April 3 a proposal to increase the Nor- 
mandy school levy 61 cents, to $3.07, failed to 
attain the necessary two-thirds majority, need- 
ing eight more votes to win. Public school 
patrons and teachers immediately made plans 
for a second special election three weeks from 
then. They issued lapel placards bearing the 
slogan “Behind the 8 Ball.” 

Last Monday, the day before the second spe- 
cial election, the parents of every school pupil 
in the Normandy district receivéd a postal card 
from their child in the child’s own handwriting, 
asking them to turn out for the election next 
day and to vote for the levy. The co-operation 
of the post office had been obtained to make 
sure that all the cards would be received on 
Monday. Some 5000 pupils participated in writ- 
ing the cards. 

Tuesday, the levy won. While the opposition 
actually lost 38 votes; the advocates of the levy 
gained 1266. The vote in favor was only seven 
votes fewer than the total vote in the first elec- 
tion. This meant that 1228 new voters—all of 
them in favor of the levy—were brought to the 
polls by the determined effort that was made. 

Should this object lesson not spur every St. 
Louisan who favors the bond issue and tax in- 
crease to make his vote count in the election 
Tuesday? And if Normandy ean vote a 61-cent 
rise, to $3.07, should the city of St. Louis shrink 
from a 12-cent rise, to $1:01? 
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A Look at Ohio 


Odd thing about last November’s Ohio sena- 
torial election—neither Senator Taft, who won, 
nor Joseph Ferguson, who lost; has seemed 
too eager to have the campaign investigated. 
So it is just as well that the Monroney subcom- 
mittee voted to investigate. 

Senator Taft can hardly object that the in- 
quiry is partisan. After all, it was proposed by 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith, a Republican 
colleague. She could have nothing against Sena- 
tor Taft, except that he stood idly by while she 
was rudely bumped off an important committee 
for his friend, Senator McCarthy. 


While the Senators were investigating the 
Maryland campaign, Senator Taft’s attitude 
seemed to be that this was nothing—worse tac- 
tics had been used against him in Ohio. He col- 
lected nasty campaign literature which he at- 
tributed to Ferguson’s CIO supporters. Surely 
the Senator wants this to come to light. 


As for Mr. Ferguson, he lost interest in an 
investigation when the Senate rejected his ap- 
peal for one last fall. But Doris Fleeson stated 
in her column that Ferguson can show that re- 
corded Taft campaign gifts “reached the stag- 
gering sum of $2,066,591.” Taft reported spend- 
ing $1529 himself and his supporters reported 
$315,060. If Ferguson can prove that the Taft 
crowd spent much more, he ought to want to do 
so. 

It may be that the Ohio inquiry will reflect 
no glory on either candidate, victor or van- 
quished. But the Senate ought to reveal the 
facts, for there have been enough rumors to 
make the Ohio election look like a test case in 
the use of hidden campaign funds. 
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Fair Question

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Do Farmers Get the Gravy?

Writer holds processors’ profits more to blame than parity for 
high food prices; handling costs on meat have nearly trebled in 
five years; middlemen take large share of consumer's dollar while 
farm income falls 27 per cent; across-the-board controls urged.

Food prices are too high. No doubt 
about that. Justifiably indignant house- 
wives get new proof of skyrocketing prices 
with every trip to the butcher and the 
grocer. Who is to blame? 


The facts show that the farmer is not 
the villain of the piece. Not long ago 
Senator Burnet Maybank of South Caro- 
lina pointed out that when wheat was 
$2.81 a bushel, in June 1948, a pound loaf 
of bread sold for 13.8 cents. Then the 
price paid the farmer for his wheat started 
down, until in October 1950, after Korea, 
it brought only $1.91 
a bushel. 

Despite the drop 
in wheat prices, a 
pound loaf of bread 
went up to 14.7 
cents, the result of 


' processors’, and not 


farmers’, price 
boosts. 

Increased markups 
are being taken at 
an unprecedented 
rate at every stage 
between the farmer 
and the consumer. 
Price control, which 
never controls but 
always threatens, has proved to be a 
bonanza for the big corporations which 
process and handle food after it leaves the 
farm.

Lower Income for Farmers 


The National City Bank of New York 
has just released its report on net income 
of leading corporations in 1950. Meat 
packers increased their profits 63 per cent 
over the previous year; sugar processors 
upped their profits 35 per cent; and the 
corporations which process other food 
products increased their profits by an 
average of 14 per cent. While all this was 
taking place, the farmer’s§ income 
dropped. 

Not that it would have been fatal if 
farmers had been able to improve their 
income position by quite a lot, for agricul- 
ture, unlike industry or even labor, has 
had a diminishing income over the last 
three years. 

The net income realized by all farm 
operators dropped from a peak of almost 
18 billion dollars in 1947 to a postwar low 
of 13 billion in 1950, a drop of 27 per 
cent in three years. 

A person on a farm averaged, in 1950, 
only about half as much income as that 
réceived in urban areas. 


Parity came into being to insure that 
the farmer's income would rise or fall 


with the prices which he pays for the 
necessities of living and farming. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Brannan reports that 
“many of the farm items have never in 
all their history come anywhere near par- 
ity.” 

Right now wheat is 22 per cent below 
the parity figure; corn, 13 cents a bushel 
under; oats, 11 cents; and so it goes with 
milk, chickens, eggs and other products. 
Yet the pricés of these foods, over the re- 
tail counter, are sky high. 

Meat, however, is not only above the 
parity price, but it is almost out of reach 
at the butcher’s. Livestock prices should 
be regulated, and the wings on which the 
packers and middlemen are soaring should 
be clipped. Car # 

The Department of Agriculture has dis- 
closed that the cost of bringing a pound 
of beef from the farm to the retail counter 
is now nearly four times as high as it was 
in 1945—the margin having increased from 
6 cents to 22 cents for every pound. For 
all meats the handling cost has almost 
trebled, moving from eight cents to 22.5 
cents per pound in five years. 


From Onions to Cabbage 


What the Big-Four packers get out of all 
this is explicit enough. In 1950, their net 
profits totaled 43 million dollars as com- 
pared to the 26 million which they earned 
in 1949, 


‘Over the entire food front, the middle- 
man’s share of the amount paid by the 
consumer is overwhelmingly large, and 
the farmer’s share, surprisingly small. 
Secretary Brannan recently released some 
figures which may help city people to 
understand just what this relationship is. 

Milk doubles in price within a very few 
hours after it leaves the farmer. For the 
corn inside a 19 cent can, the farmer gets 
234 cents. His share of a 16 cent can of 
tomatoes is 3 cents. Onions for which 
you pay 6 cents a pound have brought the 
farmer 1 cent. Cabbage brings him even 
less. 

This same kind of situation exists with 
regard to clothing. The cotton in a shirt 
for which you pay $3.50 or $4 brought the 
farmer 30 cents. The wheat in the loaf of 
bread selling for 15 cents or more brings 
him 22-3 cents. The price of a loaf of 
bread has increased 1.7 cents per pound 
since Korea. 

The answer to today’s high prices is to 
be found in real controls exercised across 
the boards. Real controls include control 
of corporate profits—or has that idea, 
under the barrage of big business propa- 
ganda, become un-American?

Literary Man of Mystery 


THE MAN WHO WAS LOVED, by James Stern. (Har- 
court, Brace & Co., New York, 234 pgs., $3.)

To anyone who has wondered at the 
almost fabulous reputation James Stern 
enjoys among many British writers of dis- 
tinction, this selection of his short stories 
(the first to be published here) will be of 
unusual interest. Mr. Stern is something 
of a literary man of mystery. Championed 
by such distinguished names as Auden and 
Isherwood, his work has remained vir- 
tually unknown in this country, although 
he has lived here for some years. His out- 
put has been frugal (two collections of 
stories published in England) and yet so 
fine a writer as Malcolm Lowry has con- 
sidered it to be of such extraordinary 
quality that he has termed its author “one 
of the world’s best short story writers.” 


The stories contained in this volume are 
both old and new and were selected by 
the author—seven from his published col- 
lections and five that have not previously 
appeared in book form. On the basis of 

this selection, it 
would seem that Mr. 
Lowry’s estimate: 
leans a bit toward 
extravagance, for, al- 
though there are 
several ‘stories here 
that rank right up 
with the work of 
the Coppards and 
the Bowens, the 
O’Faolains and 
O’Connors, the key- 
note of the book is 
unevenness. 

The book is com- 
pounded of a really 
fascinating mixture 
of good and bad writing; fortunately the 
preponderance is distinctly to the good.: 
Thus there are at least two superb stories, 
“The Broken Leg” and “The Woman Who 
Was Loved”; two almost superb stories, 
“Something Wrong” and “Our Father”; 
one very good story, “The Man Who Was 
Loved”; several good stories, and so on 
down the line until we reach a rather 
wretched performance called “Solitaire.” 
There are characters ‘Hilda Archer in 
“The Broken Leg,” or the boy in “Some- 
thing Wrong,” or the governess in “The 
Woman Who Was Loved”) who might 
wellf as Christopher Isherwood has said, 
“dominate a major novel”; but there are 
also characters like Patrick in “Solitaire” 
or Ernest Bate in ‘Travellers’ Tears” who 
seem so patently false as to be almost 
ludicrous. The same is true oi the dia- 
logue. Mr. Stern’s dialogue, particularly 
when he is dealing with the English 
horsy set, is remarkably accurate;. how- 
ever, when he attempts to capture the 
rhythms of American speech he 
the mark considerably and what results is 
a kind of unintentional travesty. 

Certainly it can be said that Mr. Stern 
has done his best to live up to the thump- 
ing praise lavished upon him by his illus- 
trious admirers. That he has not always 
succeeded is scarcely surprising. Tchekov 
himself would have been very hard put to 
it to do so.

TEHRAN, April 28 (AP)—The 
Majlis (lower house of Parlia- 
ment) today asked Shah Mo- 
hammed Rezi Pahlevi to appoint 
Mohammed Mossadegh, who has 
led the move to nationalize Iran’s 
oil resources, as the country’s 
new Premier. 

The surprise move came in a 
heated campaign to take over the 
British-owned Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co. immediately, an action which 
forced the resignation of Premier 
Hussein Ala and his Cabinet last 
night. 

After indorsing the 76-year-old 
Mossadegh to succeed Ala, the 
Majlis began debating the oil na- 
tionalization resolution drafted 
by the parliamentary oil commis- 
sion Thursday night for imme- 
diate government seizure of the 
vast petroleum riches in the 
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country. A vote is expected later 
this afternoon. 

The Shah was reported furious 
at the latest Majlis action, ap- 
parently aimed at trying to force 
his hand in appointing strongly 
nationalistic Mossadegh as Pre- 
mier. Western diplomats also 
were deeply worried because they 
fear Mossadegh’s oil policiés may 
bring chaos, opening the way to 
infiltration of influence by neigh- 
boring Russia and diverting one 
of the West’s major sources of oil 
to the Russians. |

consumers was due by August,

Actual dollars-and-cents ceil- 
ings on beef prices will be an- 
nounced tonight. 

One official told a reporter the 
orders would proyide for pro- 
gressive rollbacks in the prices 
of live cattle—a new method in 
food price control. These roll- 
backs are due in three stages. 

The official said the first “siz- 
able reduction” would be ordered 
immediately. This would be ac- 
complished by setting ceilings on 
the amounts slaughterers may 
pay for cattle. It was understood 
that the first cut would amount 
}to 5 to 10 per cent. 

An Office of Price Stabilization 
expert said wholesale and retail 
prices would not be reduced on 
the first go-round but there 
might be some adjustments. next 
month as a result of the live- 
animal cuts. 

Postponement of the first re- 
ductions at wholesale and «retail 
levels will give feeders who fat- 
ten cattle for slaughter a chance 
to clear their pens of animals 
for which they have paid high 
prices, an official explained. 
Otherwise, he said, the feeders 
would face heavy and perhaps 
ruinous losses. 

The first across-the-board cut 
in wholesale, retail and live cat- 
tle prices is due in mid-summer, 
probably around August, an of- 
ficial said. The second across- 
the-board cut is set in the orders 
for next fall, he added. 

Assistant OPS director Edward 
F. Phelps called a press confer- 
ence today to outline the ofders 
to reporters. 

It was learned a two-week de- 
lay in issuance of the beef price 
orders stemmed from a dispute 
between Price Director Michael 
V. DiSalle and Department of Ag- 
riculture officials over the pro- 
posal to cut live cattle prices. 
It was known that DiSalle had 
been holding. out determinedly 
for such cuts. 

Agriculture officials were re- 
ported objecting on the ground 
that cutting cattle prices might

Ala’s Attitude in Crisis.

sulting the government. 

‘“Ala-said he could not take the 
responsibility for carrying out na- 
tionalization under an ill-consid- 
ered plan,” one informed official 
said. 

Ala was appointed by the Shah 
March 11 to succeed Premier Ali 
Razmara, assassinated four days 
earlier for opposing oil national- 
ization. 

Ala’s life and those of other 
government leaders had been 
threatened by the fanatical Mos- 
lem Fedeyan Islam sect responsi- 
ble for Razmara’s assassination. 

Concern Over Red Influence. 

The government crisis raised 
concern among western diplomats 
who fear it may lead to increased 
Russian inflvence in this southern 
neighbor of the Soviet Union. 

British Ambassador Sir Francis 
Shephert told reporters yesterday 
that a parliamentary vote for na- 
tionalization “might have very 
serious and far-reaching conse- 
quences.” He had seen Ala earlier. 

He expressed the concern of the 
British Government, which owns 
53 per cent of the $500,000,000 
Anglo-Iranian company’s stock, 
that the latest nationalization 
move might “close the door to 
further negotiations.” Britain pro- 
tested March 14 that Iran could 
not legally take over Anglo- 
Iranian because its concessions, 
negotiated in 1933, run until 
1993.

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Bones of 3 Cavemen, Perhaps 
75,000 Years Old, Found in Iran 


U. S. Discoverers Say 


They May Prove Man 


Goes Farther Back in Evolution 
Than Was Believed. 


TEHRAN, April 28 (AP)—The 
bones of three cavemen who lived 
perhaps 75,000 years ago were 
dug up this month in northern 
vor ve aged two American anthropol- 
0 


The discovery, amid gravel de- 
posits going back to the ancient 
Ice Age, is bound to stir up the 
scientific world. 

The discoverers say the bones 
may have belonged to the oldest 
human beings ever found. And 
they may prove that modern man 
goes considerably farther back in 
evolution than has been believed. 

Found with the skeletons in 
Hotu cave near Behshar, on the 
south shore of the Caspian sea, 
were other objects adding to the 

‘value of the scientific haul. In- 
cluded were what may be the old- 
est known agricultural tools, pot- 
tery and other traces of primitive 
civilization. 

Dr. Carleton S. Coon, of Devon, 


Pa., curator of the Mediterranean 
and Far Eastern section of the 
University of Pennsylvania’s mu- 
seum, said the discovery may up- 
set generally accepted theories of 
evolution. 


Coon, who led the digging ex- 
pedition, said the Caspian men 
had most of the physical charac- 
teristics of modern man except 
that their brain chambers were 
smaller. However, geological evi- 
dence found at the scene indicates 
they lived about the same time or 
even before such subhuman spe- 
cies as bulging-browed Neander- 
thal man. 

If this theory is proved, it may 
upset widespread teaching that 
modern man descended in more 
or less direct line from the so- 
called apemen through subhuman 
species such as the Neanderthal 
type. Coon said the discovery in- 
dicates a true human being — 
homo sapiens—existed at the 
same time as the cruder species. 


To reach the cave floor the 
scientists had to dig through 
strata belonging to later ages: 
the Iron Age, Bronze Age, Neo- 
lithic Age and the third inter- 
glacial period. 

Coon’s assistant, Louis Dupree 
of Harvard, said the find offers 
one of the earliest evidences of 
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man’s use of fire as well as what 
may have been one of the begin- 
nings of agriculture. 

The three skeletons were found 
at a depth of 30.2 feet. The skull 
of one of the cavemen was shat- 
tered to minute pieces apparently 
by the collapse of the cave roof, 
but fragments of the other two 
could be pieced together. 

The skull chambers were esti- 
mated at 1150 to 1200 cubic cen- 
timeters, compared with 1350 to 
1400 for modern man. Otherwise 
they were similar to modern men. 
They were about 5 feet, 8 inches 
tall; had smooth foreheads; strong 
modern-type chins and _ teeth: 
rather massive, bony bodies, and 
‘yang hands and feet.

DPA experts had turned thumbs 
down on the request. 

DPA has approved the loan 
again, the subcommittee was in- 
formed, but now has required 
that the three owners sell stock 
to raise an additional $1,000,000 
in private capital for the venture. 
Previously, they were told to raise 
the extra $1,000,000 in any way 
they wished. 

Subcommittee Chairman Porter 
Hardy Jr. (Dem.), Virginia, said 
during hearings on the Hazleton 
case that the loan would make 
multi-millionaires of Benjamin S. 
Dowd, Martin C. Charles and 
James H. Hopkins, who had put 
up only $600 for the proposed 
steel tubing plant. 

Hardy pictured it this way: (1) 
The three men put up $600. (2) 
The Government finances a mul- 
ti-million dollar venture under 
which they cannot lose anything 
—except the $600. (3) If the op- 
eration is successful, within five 
years they have a plant more 
than 85 per cent paid for through 
a tax amortization speed-up al- 
lowed under the defense produc- 
tion act. 

Raising the extra $1,000,000 
would be a cinch, Hardy said, 
with the $7,800,000 in government 
funds assured.

FLOOD NEARS CRITICAL 
STAGE AT CANTON, MO. 


Water Surrounds Hotel and 
Business Owners Are Re- 
moving Goods. 


CANTON, Mo., April 28 (AP)— 
A feeling of uncertainty pre- 
vailed in Canton as the Missis- 
sippi river, rising faster than ex- 
pected, inched closer today to 
the critical stage.

That 
stage probably would result in 
little additional damage, but an- 
other foot more would flood a 
number of buildings and endan- 
ger the Canton light and power 
plant. The river went to 19.9 here 
during the damaging 1947 flood.

FALL OF SEOUL 
EXPECTED; ALLIES 
FALL BACK AGAIN 


Continued From Page One. 


the lines where artillery could 
reach out and blast the Reds at 
little cost in Allied lives. 

A dispatch from the eastern 
front around Inje said the Reds 
appeared “dazed and disorgan- 
ized” from the continuous rain of 
shells during the last five days. 

The Allies sent a tank-infantry 
patrol up the Seoul-Chunchon 
highway Saturday morning and 
found Communist troops holding 
the road. There was a short 
fight and the Allies withdrew. 

The Communist communique 
broadcast by the North Korean 
radio at Pyongyang said the Reds 
had thrown some of their vast 
reserves into the battle to re- 
place losses they have suffered. 

All but about 100,000 inhabi- 
tants of Seoul, once a city of 
1,500,000, have fled in anticipa- 
tion of its fall to the Reds for a 
third time in the 10-month-old 
war. Its population had not fully 
returned to the shattered city 
since its first recapture last fall. 

The 500,000-man Communist of- 
fensive, in seven days, has car- 
ried across 35 miles of terrrain 
that it took the Allies three 
months to liberate. Enemy spear- 
heads have driven 20 miles south 
of the thirty-eighth parallel. 

Kapyong Abandoned. 

On the central front, scene of 
the first Communist  break- 
through, the Allies abandoned 
Kapyong, 12 miles south of the 
parallel, and fell back across the 
Pukhan river.

WAKE FOREST, N.C., April 28 
(AP)—Rifles, shotguns and pistols 
crackled in a raging battle here 
last night at the strike-crippled 
Royal cotton mill. 

Three persons were slightly in- 
jured as gunfire exchanges fol- 
lowed a dynamite blast. Men on 
the picket lines said the dyna- 
mite was thrown from a mill 
window. Others said a man near 
the picket line tossed the explo- 
sive across a fence toward the 
mill. That burst set off the sub- 
sequent gunfire. 

Pickets resumed their posts this 
morning without incident. 

The violence, erupting on the 
twenty-seventh day of a seven- 
state strike of the CIO Textile 
Workers Union of America in al- 
most 50 Southern mills, was the 
worst of several recent outbreaks. 
Several dynamitings have been 
reported at the Dan River mills 
at Danville, Va. Others have 
been reported in North Carolina. 

The strike began when manage- 
ment refused the TWUA’s de- 
mands to boost the minimum 13 
cents an hour to a rate of $1.14! 
hourly. The organized workers 
here walked out a week after the 
general strike of TWUA members. 

Witnesses said between 200 and 
600 shots were exchanged. No law 
enforcement officers were on 
hand 

Policemen Withdrawn.

DIANE GIVES CREDIT to her own mother, 
Mrs. Ruth Krome, whom she calls her “counselor, 
sweetheart and secretary,” and who acts as aid in 
her many-sided career.
